Eisenhower Announces Foreigners 
Will Be Invited to Nuclear Test 


WASHINGTON HP-President Ei­ 
senhower announced today that for­ 
eigners, probably including Bus 
sians, will be invited to witness a 
U. S nuclear test "in which radio­ 
active fallout will he drastically 
reduced.” 
The test will be one of a ser­ 
ies starting 
next month 
at the 
Kniwetok Bikini proving ground in 
the Pacific 
The President 
said American 
scientists have been making prog 
ress in reducing radioactive fall 
out (rom nuclear explosions "in 
the hope and belief that basic ad­ 
vances in birth the peaceful and 
military uses of nuclear energy 
will thus be achieved ” 
“ The advantages to mankind of 
continued progress in this field are 
obvious,” he said. 
The President also: 
— Reiterated that any East West 
summit meeting with Russia must 
be carefully prepared in advance, 
Asked why the Russians talk about 
a summit meeting with such “ urg­ 
ency,” the President said they be 
hove they are convincing the world 
they really want peace and that 


any East West agreements would 
be sound and enforceable The Unit 
ed States, he said 
wishes to be 
conciliatory

accept every point the Soviets are

Says He Will 
Not Be Panicked 
Into Tax Cuts 


Urges Americans 
To Buy On Basis of 
What Products Worth 


WASHINGTON OM - President 
Eisenhower said today there are 
indications that the nation is near 
or at the bottom of the recession. 
I he President told a news con­ 
ference he feels the nation is go­ 
ing through the worst of the eco­ 
nomic slump right now. 
He also repeated his firm stand 
that he will not he panicked into 
proposing a tax cut 
He said that 
serious consideration must be giv­ 
en to the future effects of a tax 
cut rather than merely the im­ 
mediate benefits 
The 
President 
refused to say 
whether he believes a cut in auto 
excise taxes, if there should ho 
one, 
should be retroactive 
Ho 
urged Americans to buy U S. in­ 
dustrial products en the basis of 
what they are worth and when they 
believe they are getting a bargain 
rather than worrying about tho 
possibility 
it 
might 
be cheaper 
later.

—Disclosed that he soon will send 
to Congress legislation calling for 
civilian control of civilian outer 
space programs. 
Won't Be Stampeded 
—Said he believes better way* 
ought to he found to distribute 
surplus foods to the needy. But he 
flatly rejected the so-called Bran- 
nan Plan which calls for federal 
subsidies toward the retail prices. 
—Declined to say what action 
he would take on the Democratic- 
sponsored 
bill 
to 
freeze 
farm 
prices. He said he would act soon 
on it. He is expected to veto it. 
As for a possible tax cut, the 
President said he never has ex­ 
cluded the possibility that a cut 
would be desirable if the econom­ 
ic situation worsens. 
But he said 
that every thoughtful person, in­ 
cluding both Democratic and Re­ 
publican leaders, holds the view 
that it would he a serious step in 
the light of the growing federal 
spending 
For this reason, he said, it is 
not something to do lightly and 
the administration is not going to 
be stampeded into it.
